Helping the Shy Child 

“Jean is so shy, I just dread when 
she should start to school, She does 
not seem at ease with other children 
and she positively dreads being left 
alone with a strange grown-up! I wish 
I knew how to help her, but the more 
I urge her to be friendly the less she 
seems to want to mix with others!” 

Mothers who have the problem of 
a very shy son or daughter are well 
advised to solve this difficulty before 
the child starts school, It is true that 
a shy child often suffers from too 
much parental attention, Seldom does 
a very shy child belong to a large 
family, likely he is an “only child”. 
He feels his mother’s anxious interest 
constantly focused on his actions and 
this tends to make him self-conscious 
and self-centered. But at the same 
time, mothers cannot let a very shy 
child “muddle along” hoping that time 
will cure this handfcap. 

The shy child is usually one who 
has lacked the opportunity to play 
with other youngsters and to get to 
know adults outside the immediate 
family circle. Sometimes he has been 
subjected to too repressive and strict 
discipline. More often his parents are 
too fearful of harm befalling him and 
they have adopted a too protective 
attitude to all he does. 

“Don't climb so high, you may fall”. 

“Be careful or you'll hurt yourself”. 

These are type of admonitions he is 
constantly receiving from his mother. 
Much of the need for change lies in 
the parent’s treatment of the too-shy 
small child, rather than in the child 
himself. 

The shy child should have a chance 
to play regularly with other children, 
even if this demands special planning. 
In a city or town, the small fry in 
the same block soon “sort down” 
together and have good times in each 
other’s yards. The Community Play 
Centres are a great help to children 
who are inclined to be shy because 
there they can enjoy the play equip- 
ment and gradually get to know other 
boys and girls who spend their time 
there. But for a child in an isolated 
district or a farm home, a mother 
can arrange a “Visitor’s Day” for a 
neighbor's child of about the same 
age. The other child’s mother will 
likely be willing to take a turn look- 
after the children, giving the shy child 
a chance to play with a chum at home 
and also to visit at the chum’s home. 

The habit of arranging for a “baby 
sitter’ oceassionally in the day-time, 
an older girl or woman who likes 
children and knows how to play with 
them is a help to a child of a retiring 
nature. Friendly relatives, aunts or 
grandmother, can strengthen a child's 
liking for other grown-ups besides his 
parents, whom he can trust and whose 
company he enjoys. The mother who 
prides herself on never leaving her 
child with anyone else is not really 
preparing him to grow beyond the 
earliest dependent stage of childhood. 
As a child gets older if he is entrusted 
with small errands, such as going to 
the store for a loaf of bread, his self- 
confidence is built up. He needs praise 
and re-assurance for these excursions 
by himself, or for times when he has 
made a real effort to be friendly to 
a caller, 

An adult visiting in a home where 
there is a very shy child should never 
comment on it, but should chat with 
him without expecting him to reply 
unless he feels like it. Children often 
enjoy having something they are wear- 
ing admired and many a visitor has 
found “What nice shoes you have!” 
a splendid introduction to an acqaint- 
ance with a child who is bashful.

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CAUSE OF THE FLOOD 

This is the ninth serious, flood in 
southern Manitoba since 1826. These 
floods are the result of four natural 
causes. Each year some of them 
happen but when the combination o! 
all four occurs, as it did in 1826, 185 
and 1861 and this year, then extreme 
trouble ensues. Here are the causes: 

1. Unusually heavy snowfall over all 
the land in Minnesota, North Dakota 
and Manitoba that drains into the 
Red River. 

2. The Spring opening quite late, 
so that instead of the snow melting 
gradually and flowing into the river 
over a period of a month or six weeks, 
melting occurs -quite suddenly. 

8. Heavy rains from the previous 
fall saturated the ground so that when 
the spring run-off occurs the land can- 
not absorb any more moisture and so 
most of the run-off flows into the 
river. 

4. During the period that all this is 
happening unusually heavy rains fall- 
ing over the whole area affected in 
both the United States and Canada. 

This combination was responsible 
for the present flood condition. 

The first indication of a flood in 
Manitoba came around April 4th when 
the Red River began to swell in North 
Dakota. Although the flood increased 
gradually and spread from States up 
the river to Winnipeg many people 
lost everything they owned and are in 
desperate circumstances and need the 
help of every Canadian. Your contri- 
bution will be accepted at the ceal 
office of the Rotary president, S. B.
